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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 3 February 2005. These drawings are not 
approved as the proposed changes contain new matter. 

2. The drawings are objected to because they do not show what is recited in either 
the specification or claims, as explained below. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required con-ective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

3. The amendment filed 3 February 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the title of the 
invention is not consistent with what was originally disclosed, page 3, lines 18-20, page 
7, line 4. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification contradicts what is shown in the drawings as the prior art wrench shown in 
figure 1 cannot "fall open" as stated on page 2. 

The specification and claims also appear to be a literal translation into English 
from a foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
Further, changes made referring to "a socket ratchet wrench" are not consistent 
throughout the specification and appear to be to a different invention, i.e. a socket 
that ratchets, and not a socket attachable to a ratchet wrench. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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6. Claim 1 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The specification recites the second engaging surface 522 being connected to 
the first engaging surfaces 521 , "via an arc surface 523", however the drawings 
cleariy show the surface 522 directly connected to each first surface 521 at an edge 
523 that is cleariy a straight edge, thus a clear understanding of the invention is 
impossible. 

Also, the surface 522 is shown a fiat, thus it cannot be cambered. The outer 
surface of the end (62) is also shown as cylindrical therefore it cannot be said to 
contain "planes 621" for engagement with the surfaces (522). The changes made to 
the drawings are not approved as they are new matter as cleariy there is no support 
for there being planar sides on end 62 as the sides are cleariy shown to be on the 
grooves 611. 

The socket is now proposed to be double ended with different stmctures on 
either end, but there is no support for this construction and it is therefore new matter 
also. The end shown in figure 7 is square which would match a standard opening 
for attachment of a standard torque applying handle, not a fastener engaging end, 
however it can be said to be capable of engaging a square structure, however the 
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end 63 cannot be square, or any other shape as the only shape pennitted is that 
originally disclosed, e.g. circular. 

From the above mentioned problems, the claimed device is not operative in the 
manner disclosed. 

7. Normally a claim which fails to comply with the first and/or second paragraph of § 
112 will not be analyzed as to whether it is patentable over the prior art since to do so 
would of necessity require speculation with regard to the metes and bounds of the 
claimed subject matter. In re Steele, 308 F.2d 859, 862-63, 134 USPQ 292. (CCPA 
1962) and In re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 1385. 496 USPQ 494. 496 (CCPA 1970). 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The proposed changes to the drawings and specification contain new matter and 
are therefore not approved. Clearly the only shape possible for the opening 63 is 
circular as no other specific shape is shown or disclosed. Also, there is no mention 
of any deficiency in the prior art device that would allow entry of the material on page 
3. Also the proposed change to figure 3. i.e. the hex shape for the end 62 is not 
found in the original application as the planes 621 are clearly shown in the grooves 
611. 

The newly proposed title also renders a true understanding of the device 
impossible as a socket ratchet is not the same as a socket and ratchet as the first is 
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a socket alone that has ratchet capabilities, which is not what was originally 
disclosed or shown.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
